i. A single layer barbed wire barrier, 1.5 meters high and 1 kilometer long, 
has been laid from berder marker 59, about 3 kilometers east of Gerstenfelc 
(43 #5°N, 16 O7'E), to the Gerstenfeld ~ Seefeld (A8'43'N, 16°11°B) 
highway on the Austro-Czech border, 


«. Dusing the period from 1 to 17 September 1952 the Czechs put up 4 berbed wire 
entanglement along the border fron the highway check point at Boehnzeile 
(48° R7"*N, 1b°59"E) to Kote £ 492. about 1,400 meters northwest of Gruend 
(AC LGN, 2e"591E). The entanglement -is”5C=180 meters from the border and 
is being extended in the direction of Zuggers (49° 49'N » 14°57 oy 
Czeche slovakia. 


2: Three concrete bunkers whicK lie about 1,200 meters southeast of Rabensburg 
(48° 39°N, 16°55"E) have now been banked with limestone and earth on v-he 
sices pointing toward Austria. One of these bunkers is 5 meters frou the 
bank of the Thaya River, one is near Kote 153 at the edge of the woods and 
the third is about 300 meters sovth of Kote 153, also near the edge of the 
woods, 


4, £ woeden surveying tower, about 20 meters high, has been erected on Czech 
territory at Kote 572 about 200 meters northwest of the /ustrian custons 
sffice in Pyhrabruck (48°7'N, 14°49°F). 


>. During the period from 15 to 17 September 1952 Czech border units put up a 
watch tower on the roof of the Czech customs house located approximately 
in the center of Stallek,2 about 600 meters from the border, The wat ch 
tcwer is 3 meters high, 1 meter Square, and covered on top with shingles 
and boards, Since 17 September a Czech soldier has been pested in this 
watch tower, 


6. During the period fror 17# to 21 August 1952 the Czechs put up a barbed wira 
entanglement along the border on Czech serritory, running from Galgenberg 
(48°46 'N, 16°01°E), Kote 285, westward to the Unter-Retzbach (48° 46'N, 
16°00" 2)-schattau (48°48°N » 26 OL'E) railroad line, and further in a 
southerst direction toward Augenthal.
